WILL PREPARE FOR A STRUGGLE 


Belgium Files a Stro ng Pro test—Ho w 
the Debt Situatio n Is Viewed 
at W ashingto n. 


San Domingo, March 24. —-* It is ru­ 
mored that at a meeting of the Jiminez 
party it wffs resolved to telegraph to 
the followers of the former aspirant to 
the presidency at Monte Cristi to pre­ 
pare for a struggle. 
The government 
Is taking precautions to meet coming 
•vents. 
The 
situation, although 
at 
present quiet, is critical. The Belgian 
m inister here has filed a strong pro­ 
test against delay in the settlem ent of 
his government’s financial claims, and 
a demand for prompt action by Santo 
Domingo in the matter. 


I k lg f in M in ister N o t In fo rm ed . 
W ashington, March 24.—Baron Mon- 
cheur, the Belgian minister, has 
re­ 
turned to Washington from a brief 
visit to New York. He is without any 
official intimation from his government 
as to its action in the m atter of press­ 
ing for the pay ment of the Belgian 
claims against the government of San 
Domingo. 
Provision for the pay ment 
of those claims, he say s, was made in 
1901, by the terms of which the island 
government was to pay $300,000 per 
y ear in monthly installments. 
It has 
been some time now, the minister say s, 
since the monthly installments have 
been met, and naturally the Belgians 
are anxious that the pay ments should 
be resumed. 


M in ted o n th e Senate'» A ctio n . 
Several day s ago Baron Moncheur 
received from his government a cable­ 
gram asking if any investigation was 
to be made by an American commis­ 
sion into the Dominican situation. 
It 
is supposed that in view of the sen­ 
ate’s refusal to deal with the Domini­ 
can m atter the Belgian 
government 
feels itself forced to pursue its own 
course. 
Other European powers also, 
while willing to await the negotiations 
of Secretary Hay , regard the attitude 
of the senate as so opposed to the pro­ 
posed course of the government that 
they fear they will be obliged to act 
Individually on the question. 


T reaty M ay Y ei He R atified . 
W ith the failure of this treaty state 
departm ent otficials think, with Presi­ 
dent Morales, that these creditor na­ 
tions have conceived the idea that the 
treaty is lost, and that it is now a case 
of each one lor himself. But the state 
departm ent officials have by no means 
abandoned hope for the treaty , and 
Secretary Taft and Acting Secretary 
Adee have been in conference and in 
communication with Senator Cullom, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
foreign relations, respecting the pro­ 
curement of information and the col­ 
lation of facts and figures which it is 
expected will go far toward removing 
any doubt as to the merits of the 
treaty tiiat may linger in the minds of 
the senators when the senM** Again re­ 
assembles. 


In v e stig a tio n Is To B e M ad * 
Not only is this work being conduct­ 
ed in W ashington, but Professor J. H. 
Hollander, one-time secretary of the 
treasury of Porto Rico, has been 
se­ 
lected by the president to go to San 
Domingo, make a thorough study of 
the financial conditions, and report to 
fiim personally before congress meets. 
It is hoped that when the other cred­ 
itor powers become fully aw are of the 
intention of the executive to press the 
treaty at the next session of the sen- J 
ate, and to employ 
the intervening 
period of time in the collection of in­ 
formation, they may be disposed to re­ 
frain from forcing the issue now'.

holders can become an accomplished 
fact.

Hay In a letter to 
Lord Avebury , dated Feb. 10, say s the 
United States cannot withhold further 
pay ments to Panama until the settle­ 
ment of Panam a’s share in the Colom­ 
bian debt is arranged. 
H ay ’s reason 
was that the council of foreign bond­ 
holders are not citizens of the United 
States, and cannot claim tbe assistance 
of the United States governm ent 
Lord Avebury in his reply to Hay , 
dated March 10, said he regretted that 
the United States government was un­ 
able to comply with the council’s re- ) 
quest. 
Referring to President Roose­ 
velt’s recent message say ing that the 
special reason for United States inter- ; 
vention in Santo Domingo was that j 
foreign governments were pressing 
their claims against 
the Dominican 
government, Lord 
Avebury say s he 
had hoped President Roosevelt would 
be ready to assist the holders of Co­ 
lombian bonds “whose claims are at 
least as good as those of the Santo 
Domingo bondholders, and who have a 
right to special consideration in view 
of the prejudice from which they suf­ 
fered in consequence of the secession 
of Panama from Colombia.” 
Lord Avebury concluded with asking 
Secretary Hay if the United States 
will interfere to secure the recogni- j 
tlon by Panama of an equitable share 
in the Colombian debt if a request 
to that effect is submitted by the gov­ 
ernm ents of Great Britain and Hoi-

— President 
Roosevelt lias approved the sentence

Milton W. Arrowood was appointed to 
Nava] Academy from North Carolina 
Sept. 7, 1900, and went to sea after 
four y ears at the academy iu March, 
1904, on board the flagship Kearsarge. 
While at the academy his father, Rev. 
Arrowood, insist« *] that Liis son should 
be allowed to attend the Presby terian 
church at Annapolis, instead of the 
college chapel. 
From time to time the elder Ar­ 
rowood in written communications pro­ 
tested to the navy departm ent against 
what lie declared to be the “Immoral” 
atmosphere at the academy . 
While at 
sea y oung Arrowood is said to have 
expressed himself as dissatisfied with 
the service and told his brother offi 
cers that he could make more money 
in private life.

NEWS FACTS IN OUTLINE 


The court in Wy oming has refused 
Buffalo Bill (Colonel W. F. Cody ) a di­ 
vorce from his wife.

may be compelled to retreat not only 
to Harbin but also farther westward 
along the railroad, abandoning to tbe 
Japanese northern Manchuria and tbe 
Russian maritime Amur provinces as 
well, is the latest startling news from 
the front. 


To o S erio u s fo r C o n sid eratio n . 
The strategic weakness of General 
Linevitch’s position as he falls back 
northward is made clear by a Gunshu 
dispatch to the Associated Press, 
in 
which it is pointed out that unless 
Chunchiatsu and the Sungari lines, a 
scant hundred miles below Harbin, cau 
be held it will be difficult to m aintain 
a position farther back before Harbin, 
where, with the front of the army 
paralleling the railroad the practica­ 
bility of a turning movement to com­ 
pletely sever communications and iso­ 
late the arm y 0,000 miles from home 
is too serious for Russian considera­ 
tion. 


S u g g estio n o f th e C o rresp o n d en t. 
In view of this possibility the dis­ 
patch alluded to suggests the advisa­ 
bility of immediately providing Vladi­ 
vostok with war munitions and sup­ 
plies for a two y ears’ siege. 
The cor­ 
respondent estimates the number of re­ 
inforcements needed to give General 
Llnevitch the requisite superiority 
in 
fore« at 2GO.OOO. 


F act T hat Is S ign ifican t. 
That such a dispatch should have 
been permitted to pass the censor at 
the front is significant; and if Gener­ 
al Llnevitch has communicated a simi­ 
lar estim ate of the situation direct to 
Emperor Nicholas it may account for 
his m ajesty ’s increased disposition to 
listen to peace counsels and open nego­ 
tiations before the Japanese establish 
themselves on Russian soil. With Man­ 
churia entirely abandoned to the ¿Mil­ 
anese, and Vladivostok left as Rus­ 
sia’s solitary sentinel on the Pacific, 
it is realized that Russia will be prac­ 
tically at Japan’s mercy in the m atter 
of peace terms. 


V iew o f th e M ilitary A u th o r ities. 
Military authorities here believe that 
unless General Llnevitch is sure of his 
ability to hold the lower Sungari line 
he will risk his whole army if he forti­ 
fies and concentrates there, as if he 
should be defeated his line « f retreat 
lies on two sides of a triangle, the third 
side of which is open to the enemy ’s 
advance.

when the mobilization of horses was 
ordered, the peasants at Lameuta 
re­ 
fused to comply , and March 21 about 
150 peasants gathered on the road near 
Lameuta when the cnief of police of 
Kutnoarrived on the scene with a com­ 
pany of infantry a.nd ordered the crowd 
to disperse. 
The people refused to 
obey , and the chief of police then or­ 
dered the soldiers to fire. The peasants 
not understanding Russian remained 
In the road until the soldiers aimed. 
They then broke and ran. 
The troops 
fired three volley s at the fleeing crowd, 
and fifty peasants fell, two of them 
dead. 
All the wounded were shot in 
the back. 
It Is said that the chief of police re­ 
fused to allow the wounded to be re­ 
moved, and that he finally ordered them 
to be taken to Kutno, six hours’ jour­ 
ney , in peasants’ carts, with the result 
that owing to lack of medical attend­ 
ance eight of the wounded died while 
on their way to Kutno, and the doc­ 
tors report that nine others are in a 
hopeless condition. 
The action of the authorities in 
•hooting down unarmed peasants is 
angrily criticised, and a deputation of 
residents of 
Kutno is 
proceeding to 
Warsaw to lay complaints before the 
go v erno r.

TH E CREEK INDIANS. 


Ho w They Liv ed In the Early Day « 
In Tndlan Territo ry . 
In early day s in Indian Territory the 
Creeks had a simple but abundant food 
alway s oq hand. 
Among the edibles 
were sweet potatoes, almost white in 
flesh, with a brilliant crimson skin. 
These were stored in dry sand in little 
cellars dug under the floor of the kitch­ 
en cabins, where they were kept per­ 
fectly until the next summer. Yellow 
y ams, weighing often six, eight and ten 
pounds, were also ruised. 
Corn was 
their standby , and the soil and climate 
seemed especially favorable to it in all 
the different varieties they cultivated 
for their household use. There was the 
early corn for the roasting ears, the 
kind that v is cooked with the sacred 
new' fire at the annual busk when the 
first fruits of tbe y ear had been offered 
to tbe spirits; the soft white flour corn 
that, beaten iu the great wooden mor­ 
tars, made delicious bread; the hard, 
flinty corn "which, hulled in the mor­ 
tars, w us the basis for sofkey , the 
great national dish, uud, besides, there 
was rank growing field corn for stock 
food. Where the cornfields were, pump­ 
kins were also raised, and the late sum­ 
mer und autumn found scaffolds near 
the cabins with poles strung with sec­ 
tions of pumpkins dry ing In the sun­ 
shine. Corn was boiled on the cob and 
plaited In long festoons to dry for win­ 
ter use. and many varieties of beans 
and field peas were also dried and 
stored. Wonderful melons were raised 
In large quantities o#*such size and 
quality that they were surpassed by 
those of no other country .—Kansas City 
Journal.

DRINKING WATER AT A PREMIUM 


Nativ es Carry One Back to Day s o f 
Adam and Ev e. 


William Paokard of this city has re­ 
ceived tbe following letter from bis 
friend, Charles J. Nelson, a former 
student at tbe colleg e, who left this 
city several weeks ag o to accep t a 
p osition on the Panama canal. 
The 
letter is dated March 6 th at Christo - 
bal: 
Dear friend:—According 
to my 
p romise I will now drop y ou a few 
lines to let y ou know I am O K and 
th at my health is of the best. 
I ar­ 
rived at New Orleans on Monday 
evening . Feb. 13, but it was rather 
cold down there, the thermometer 
drop p ing from 6 1 deg rees to 25 deg rees 
inside 24 hours, so every body was 
shivering . But I only had to sp end a 
day there, and left Wednesday noon 
for Colon on board the 
Norweg ian 
steamer Preston, which the United 
Fruit Co. has leased for five y ears for 
their line o* fruit steamers between 
Central, south and North America. 
There were 17 p asseng ers altog ether, 
but only six for the Canal Commis­ 
sion, and all first class p asseng ers, 
and after we had met at the table for 
the first time we were all acq uainted. 
About 9 o'clock the first evening 
aboard we steamed out from tbe Mis­ 
sissip p i river and into the g ulf which 
started to handle us a little roug h, 
but we were all in g ood humor so tbe 
trip was sp lendid all tbe way . We 
arrived at Colon Monday evening at 8 
p . m. after a six day s' voy ag e, but as 
no vessels are allowed to enter the 
docks in the harbor from 6 p . m. until 
6 a. m. we cast anchor at some dis­ 
tance from shore. So we were all 
standing on deck and looking at tbe 
country which would be our home for 
some time any way , and 1 believe we 
all sig hed as we went to our cabins to 
take our last nap on the Preston. 
la 
the morning the q uarantine officials 
examined us and those who didn’t 
have a vaccinal ion scar on cue arm 
had to g et a coup le on the sp ot. I re­ 
p orted to the assistant eng ineer 
at 
Christobal, which is a little p lace 
built up mostly for the g overnment 
emp loy e« , and lies in 
tbe Canal 
Zone ot 
Ilucle 
Sam’s 
p rop erty , 
I t 
is 
only 
a 
railroad 
track 
which sep arates Colon from Chris- 
tobal, 
much 
the 
same 
as 
De- 
meot-town, is sep arated in Dixon. 
Well, I was ordered to take the train 
which left at 12:45 p . m. and rep ort at 
Panama 
It was a most p icturesq ue 
and lovely trip -all tne way throug h 
forests of cocoa, banana and orang e 
trees. Tbe first stop from Colon was 
Monkey Hill, which is the p lace tbe 
French p eop le used for a g ravey ard 
when they were here, and it is said 
that they used to dump corp ses there 
by the carloads. I am not a bit sur­ 
p rised as we g et the water from that 
hill and it tastes like it. I only drank 
it once, but that was enoug h. You 
fellows at home are luoky tto g et water 
to drink without being scared to 
think that y ou have been p oisoned 
with every mouthful y ou take. We 
are drinking rainwater on account of 
it’s being a little better, but that is 
g etting awful scarce nowaday s as the 
rainy season is not due until the first 
of May . The natives try to ¡steal it 
from us so we have to keep the tanks 
locked up . 
Well, I will g o back to the train. 
Along side the railroad bank, all tbe 
way throug h the Isthmus is ly ing 
machinery rep resenting millions of 
dollars which the French g overnment 
left. Some of it is in g ood shap e so it 
can be rep aired, but a g reat deal of it 
tbe climate has sp oiled as it sp oils 
every thing else. There are some fine 
dredg es ly ing in the river, but all have 
been left to their fate. But the time 
for this treatm ent is p ast so now they 
are being looked over to see what can 
be done with them. Along tbe line 
one can see the old native huts stand­ 
ing on p osts raised about five feet 
above the g round, one at each corner 
of the hut, to keep Mr. Native out of 
tbe water when the rainy 
season 
comes. 
The wet season lasts for 
about nine months. The huts for 
p rotection are covered with leaves 
from the banana trees. The clothes 
the natives wear are just as scarce as 
the civilization among st them, so it 
very nearly p uts one’s mind back to 
the time of Adam and Eve. 
Well, by -and-by the train steamed 
into the city of Panama which city 
didn’t look very charming to me. 
I 
went to tbe Hotel Globe and stay ed 
there until tbe next morning when I 
went to the g overnment building and 
rep orted for duty for the second time. 
After a few hours waiting (as it looks 
to me it must be ag ainst the law in 
this p art of the world to g et a little 
move on y ourself) I was assig ned to 
the Mechanical Dep artment at Colon 
so I took tbe first train back to where 
I bad landed and here I am, and I 
think it is the healthiest sp ot on the 
Isthmus. Well, I will have to g oto 
bed now, as my work starts at 6 a. m.

W ith the comin g of warm weather, 
the qu estion of electric competition 
with the steam roads is th ru st more 
promin en tly u pon the atten tion of 
passen ger traffic man agers. The trol­ 
ley lin es gradu ally 
are 
in creasin g 
their mileage parallelin g the tracks, 
an d becau se of the low rates they 
m ain tain , they secu re a majority of 
the local bu sin ess. Railroad officials 
hold differen t opin ion s as to the best 
method of dealin g with the qu estion . 
There has been a disposition on the 
part of some of the railroads to work 
in harmon y with their electric com­ 
petitors, althou gh this 
practice 
is 
frown ed u pon by the passen ger associa 
lion s 
There has been some in ter­ 
chan ge of bu sin ess, hu t after an in ­ 
v estigation of this phase by Commis­ 
sion er Don ald of the Cen tral Passen ger 
assaciation , th a t organ ization recen tly 
v oted n ot to cou n ten an ce the practice. 
To make rates as low or lower than 
their electric competitors, 
officials 
say , tbe railroads mu st operate at a 
loss of from 6 0 to 80 per cen t of the 
bu sin ess. There has been little rate 
cu ttin g on the part of the steam roads, 
passen ger officials as a ru le preferrin g 
to ov erlook the competition an d hop­ 
in g again st hope th at tbe low rates 
of tbe electric lin es will lead to ban k­ 
ru ptcy . 
In the east there is on e steam road, 
the New York, New Hav en an d H art­ 
ford, which has taken prom pt meas­ 
u re to protect itself. I t bu y s thecom - 
petin g lin es an d makes mon ey ou t of 
them. 
Recen tly it pu rchased the 
H artford street railway sy stem. The 
New York Cen tral au d other roads in 
the east hav e made street railway in ­ 
v estmen ts, bu t n oae has 
gon e so 
ex ten siv ely in to the bu sin ess as the 
New Hav en lin e. 


AURORA-DEKALB LINE. 
Head offloialsof the Au rora, DeKalb 
& Rockford Electric railway say th at 
they ! will be ru n n in g cars between 
Au rora an d DeKalb by Ju ly . They are 
n ow w ithin abou t fou r miles of Maple 
Park an d hav e a gan g of abou t on e 
hu n dred men at work, gradin g, lay in g 
rails,etc. They will be in Maple Park 
in abou t a mon th.

in the case o f their o wn serfs, and o r­ 
dained that bisho ps vio lating this law’ 
sho uld be depo sed, ex eqmmunio ated 
and denied tbe last rites o f the church 
w’hen In articulo mo rtis. The eighteenth 
cano n o f the co uncil o f Frankfo rt, In 
794, fo rbade abbo ts to blind o r muti­ 
late their mo nks whatever might be the
